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INDIFFERENCE TO THE MILITIA 

The only serious charge against the 

government in connection with the 

Dundonald affair was that made by 

f&he general in his ‘newspaper mani- 

resto, when he spoke of tne defence- 

4 jess condition of the country and the 

indifference of the government to- 

wards providing for its defence. This 

question was dealt with by the Min- 

4ster of Militia as feliows, as report- 
ed in Hansard; 

“Now «we come to the next stage, 
the indifference. He says: 

“This govermmenk has shown 
crass indifference and want of sym- 
pathy with the militia of this coun- 
try. 

“And he arraigns me on that ac- 
count. Well, Sir, it may be that 

- to increase the annual expenditure 
on the militia by some one and a 
half or two million dollars is a 
proof of crass indifference to the 
well-being of Che militia, but! I do 
not believe that the people will 
take that viev. I have a list of 
the improvements which we have 
made. I shall read it, but shall 
not enlarge upon it although it is 

theme upon which I could say a 
sood deal. Our indifference to the 
welfare and the interest of the mil- 


itia was shown first and perhaps in 


the most marked manner, bs ithe 
adoption without fail, of the -prin-

the honor to preside over the Mili- 
tia Department. 

“We have limited, as I Said a mo- 
ment age, the ierm of commanding 
officers, thereby giving young men 
r-some of whom got - to be old 
tan un to $0 scars of age, under the 
jld\ regime as first lheutenants— 
some hope that some day they will 
cet a reward for the work they 
have done.

Fermerly we had 
cclone!s up te 65 and 70 years of 
age, but we have enforced the rules 
strictly not only as to colonels, but 
as to majors, as to captains, and 
as to lieutenanis within the last 
SiX Or s@ven years.

“Officers are now required to have 
4 much higher state of qualifica- 
, tion. 

“The Medical Service branch of 
the militia was established by the 
government. 

“A Military Pension Act by which 
the officers of the permanent force 
and the.staff ane all the men of the 
active militia will receive pensions 
was passed by this parliament at 
the instance of this government. 

“A school of musketry was ¢s- 
tablished by this government, one 
of the most imporiant things in 
the interests of the militia that has 
ever veen done in this country. 

“Rifle associations are being en- 
couraged all over the country and 
enormous amounts of money up to 
$106,000 a year are being expended 
in the construction of rifle ranges 
so as to put in «he hands of our peo- 
ple the means of making themselves 
efficient in the art of rifle shooting. 

“The corps of guides, te which I 
referred a little while ago, has been 
established by this government. 

“The engineering branch has heen 
established. 

“The military stores branch has 
been converted into the ordinance 
corps. 

“A military. injelligence branch 
has been organized as an additional 
permanent unit of the Army Ser- 
vice corps. 

“We hear a great deal in this 
report about the unpreparedness of 
this country for war. The Domin- 
ion Arsenal the output of whish was 
under a million rounds of cartridges 
a year agohas been increased so that 
it has an-output of ten or twelve 
million and its capacity is very 
considerably above that quantity. 

“We have suecteded in establish- 
ing in this country  smell-arms 
factory which at the present mo- 
ment is turning oui rifles, which it 

will be able to supply the govern- 
ment at the rate of one thousand a 
month and which has a capacity of 
double that quantity if neeessary. 

“We have established factories at 
which steel gun carriages are-‘be- 
ing manufactured in this country 
instead of having to be manufac- 
tured in the old country, beth at 
Quebec and in this city: 3 

“So, I mizht go on, but surely I 
have said enouch to demonstrate: to 
the satisfaction of any iair-minded 
man, that we have not een in- 
different to the needs of the mili- 
tia of this country.”

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting & 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wceod 
iots for settlers, or for cther pur- 
poses, mas be homesteaded upon by 
ang persen who is the scle head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acre: ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one tc muke entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
years, 

(2) If the father (or motber, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) I£ a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to cbtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his heme- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may he satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
ah adjoining or cornering town- 
ship.

provisions gf Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
‘perojsouior, SI Jo saior og OIvVAIZ[ND

comply with the requirements of the 
uomestead law is liabie to have bis 
entry cancalied, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must ¢ive six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Oitawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territcries, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistanee in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, 2s well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained upon application to 
the Secretary of the Department cf 
the Interior, Ottawa, the Commis- 
sioret of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, orto any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
